ing cough by use of preparations of j 
the organisms associated with this 
cough. Attempts also were made to 
dsveloe- serums against tularemia, or j

Wool Outlook Rosy

Now it appears as if the CRA soon 
will be discontinued. 


Industrial conflicts have been rela- 


tively rare on the coast, but where 
they have occurred. Creel has stepped 
in to bring order out of chaos.

men either have been kept at work 
through prevention of strikes, or re- 
turned to work on their settlement.
